On Tuesday, Novemoer 3, 1987, I received a call at home from Richard Howard, 
(Division Supervisor for State's Attorney Ray Gill, informing me that he had 
received information from one of his attorneys, Julian Harrison, about a 
possible criminal record of sex offenses for the new Cubmaster in Bushnell , 
Clifton Tusing. He said they would be checking it out and would let me and 
the Scouting Coordinator, Thomas Moffitt, know what he found. 

On Wednesday morning, Novemoer 4, I told Tom Oeimler about the situation. 
Soon afterward I received a call at the Service Center from Tom Moffitt 
saying he had talked to Mr. Harrison and Sheriff Jamie Adams and that the 
record was confirmed.
